b. a month view displaying one month per cell, and indicating the 
number of assets in the result set that have associated dates & 
times within each month, for each of the displayed months; 

c. a day view displaying one day per cell, and indicating the 
number of assets in the result set that have associated dates & 
times within each day; 
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and the limitation of a mechanism for displaying representations of assets 
wherein: 

1 . selecting a cell for a specific year within the year view serves to 
display representations of the assets in the result set that have 
associated dates & times within the specific year; 

2. selecting a cell for a specific month within the month view serves 
to display representations of the assets in the result set that have 
associated dates & times within the specific month; and 

. 3. selecting a cell for a specific day within the day view serves to 
display representations of the assets in the result set that have dates 
& times within the specific day. 

The following diagram summarizes the inter-dependencies between 
the year view, the month view and the date view. 




I believe that the inter-dependent year, month and date views of the 
subject claims are different than the views disclosed in the cited prior art 
of Rothmuller, Graham, Fototime and Baskins.
